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SUPPLEMENTARY  ANNOUNCEMENT    OF    COURSES 
TO   BE  OFFERED   IN   1917-18 

A  course  providing  military  instruction  has  been  authorized 
by  the  Board  of  Fellows  and  will  be  organized  in  September. 
Instruction  and  drill  will  follow  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  War 
Department  in  General  Orders  49  for  a  Course  of  Training  for 
Infantry  Units  of  the  Senior  Division  of  the  Reserve  Officers' 
Training  Corps.  The  University  has  applied  to  the  War 
Department  for  recognition  of  its  Training  Corps;  and  it  is 
expected  that  an  army  officer  of  experience  will  be  placed  in 
charge.  In  addition  to  offering  new  courses,  the  University 
will  make  changes  in  some  of  the  courses  of  instruction 
already  announced  for  1917-18,  and  will  modify  the  rules 
governing  the  time  within  which  required  work  must  be 
completed. 

Though  students  are  fully  justified  in  continuing  their  college 
studies  until  of  age  to  render  their  best  service  to  the  country, 
they  should  realize  that  during  the  next  few  years  the  country 
will  need  the  service  of  all  its  citizens;  that  the  call  for  service 
may  come  very  soon;  and  that  they  should  prepare  themselves 
by  training  to  respond  not  only  loyally  but  effectively.  The 
University  expects  that  all  students  will  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  offered. 

MILITARY    COURSES,    NOT    DESCRIBED    IN    THE 
ANNOUNCEMENT  OF  COURSES,  1917-18 

Military  Training  A,  B 

Military  science  and  practical  exercises.    The  first  third  of  the 

year  will  be  devoted  chiefly  to  infantry  drill;    the  second  third 


to  class-room  instruction  in  military  theory,  history,  and 
administration,  and  to  military  gymnastics;  the  last  third  to 
drill,  tactical  problems,  and  practice  manoeuvres.  Frequent 
target  practice. 

Three  hours.  Six  to  nine  hours  of  attendance.  Through  the  year.  Elective 
for  Undergraduates  and  Graduates,  but  may  not  be  counted  toward  an 
advanced  degree.  Undergraduates  electing  this  course  must  complete  it  as  a 
requirement  for  graduation;  while  taking  it  they  are  excused  from  the  regular 
requirement  of  gymnasium  exercises.  Absence  from  drill  or  tardiness  is  not 
permitted,  except  by  arrangement  with  the  officer  in  charge.  Tu.,  Th.,  Sat., 
at  8;  during  drill  seasons,  Wed.,  2-5;  other  hours  to  be  arranged. 


Engineering  A.     Military  Engineering 

An  elementary  course  intended  for  those  who  may  enter  some 
branch  of  military  service.  Elementary  surveying;  military 
map  making  and  reading;  topography  in  its  relation  to  geology; 
engineering  construction.    Professors  Hill,  Brown,  and  others. 

Three  hours.  Six  hours  of  laboratory  work,  field  work,  and  drafting.  First 
semester.     Elective  for  Undergraduates  and  Graduates.    Hours  to  be  arranged. 


Engineering  B.     Military  Engineering 

Military  construction;  bridges,  roads,  etc.;  power  equipment 
for  transportation,  aviation,  and  camp  uses.  Professor  Kener- 
son  and  others. 

Three  hours.  Six  hours  of  laboratory  and  field  work.  Elective  for  Under- 
graduates and  Graduates.    Hours  to  be  arranged. 


Engineering  C.     Wireless  Telegraphy 

Intended  for  those  who  propose  to  enter  government  or  com- 
mercial signal  service.    Professor  Watson  and  others. 

Three  hours.  Two  hours  of  practice  with  the  code,  two  of  laboratory  work, 
one  of  recitation.  First  or  second  semester.  Elective  for  Undergraduates 
and  Graduates.    Hours  to  be  arranged. 


Mathematics  A.     Spherical  Trigonometry  and  Navigation 

An  introductory  course,  the  greater  part  of  which  will  be  devoted 
to  the  theory  and  practice  of  navigation.  Principal  topics: 
determination  of  time,  latitude  and  longitude,  and  other 
data  necessary  for  navigating  a  ship;  use  of  the  necessary 
instruments. 

Three  hours.  Second  semester.  Elective  for  students  who  have  credit  for 
Plane  Trigonometry.    Hours  to  be  arranged. 

CHANGES  IN  COURSES  DESCRIBED  IN  THE 

ANNOUNCEMENT  OF  COURSES,  1917-18 

Biology  i,  2 

The  course  will  include  lectures  on  personal  hygiene  and  care 
of  the  body;  causes,  methods  of  transmission,  and  prevention 
of  communicable  diseases;  camp  sanitation,  water  supply,  and 
refuse  disposal. 

Engineering  1,  2 

Special  emphasis  will  be  laid  on  military  applications  of 
engineering  theory  and  practice. 

Attention  is  called  to  Social  Science  3,  4  and  to  Political  Science 
6  and  2,  described  in  the  Announcement  of  Courses,  1917-18. 

CHANGES  IN  THE  RULES  GOVERNING  THE  TIME 

WITHIN  WHICH  REQUIRED  WORK  MUST  BE 

COMPLETED 

A.  For  Candidates  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  ArtsJ  or 
Bachelor  of  Philosophy: 

Freshmen  (Class  of  1921)  electing  military  courses  may  post- 
pone to  the  Sophomore  year  courses  (other  than  English)  now 
required  to  be  completed  in  the  Freshman  year  aggregating 
the  same  number  of  hours  as  the  military  courses  elected, 

{In  the  case  of  candidates  for  the  A.  B.  degree,  Biology  1,  2  is  classed  as  a 
military  course. 


provided  that  the  aggregate  of  the  courses  so  postponed  does 
not  exceed  six  year-hours.  On  reaching  their  Sophomore  year, 
students  of  the  Class  of  1921  will  be  permitted  to  postpone  to 
the  Junior  year  courses  now  required  to  be  completed  in  the 
Sophomore  year  equal  in  the  aggregate  to  the  courses  postponed 
from  the  Freshman  year,  plus  military  courses  taken  in  the 
Sophomore  year,  provided  that  all  courses  now  required  to  be 
completed  in  the  Freshman  year  be  completed  in  the  Sophomore 
year  and  that  the  aggregate  of  the  courses  so  postponed  to  the 
Junior  year  does  not  exceed  six  year-hours.  On  reaching  their 
Junior  year,  students  of  the  Class  of  1921  who  have  elected 
military  courses  will  be  permitted  to  postpone  to  their  Senior 
year  one  required  course  of  three  year-hours,  provided  that  no 
course  now  required  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  Sopho- 
more year  be  so  postponed. 

Sophomores  (Class  of  1920)  electing  military  courses  may 
postpone  to  the  Junior  year  courses  (other  than  English)  now 
required  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  Sophomore  year, 
aggregating  the  same  number  of  hours  as  the  military  courses 
elected,  provided  the  aggregate  of  the  courses  so  postponed 
does  not  exceed  six  year-hours.  On  reaching  their  Junior  year, 
students  of  the  Class  of  1920  who  have  elected  military  courses 
will  be  permitted  to  postpone  to  their  Senior  year  one  required 
course  of  three  year-hours,  provided  that  no  course  now 
required  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  Sophomore  year  be 
so  postponed. 

Juniors  (Class  of  1919)  electing  military  courses  may  postpone 
to  the  Senior  year  one  required  course  of  three  year-hours  now 
required  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  Junior  year. 

If  in  individual  cases  the  above  arrangements  result  in  such 
an  accumulation  of  required  work  in  the  Junior  or  Senior 
year  as  to  interfere  with  approved  plans  of  concentrated  work 
in  elective  courses,  the  Committee  on  Registration  and  Attend- 
ance is  authorized  to  excuse  the  students  affected  from  one 
required  course  of  three  year-hours. 


Students  are  warned  against  misuse  of  the  privilege  of  post- 
poning required  work  granted  above.  Many  courses  required  in 
the  Freshman  or  Sophomore  year  are  prerequisites  for  work 
which  the  student  may  desire  to  pursue  in  later  years,  and  their 
postponement  may  derange  the  student's  whole  college  course. 
Students  are  urged,  therefore,  to  postpone  courses  only  after  the 
most  careful  consideration  and  consultation  with  the  Committee 
on  Registration  and  Attendance. 

B.     For  Candidates  for  the  Degree  of   Bachelor  of  Sciencet: 

Freshmen  (Class  of  1921)  taking  military  courses  (other 
than  those  offered  by  the  Department  of  Engineering)  will  be 
allowed  to  postpone  and,  if  necessary,  to  omit  Chemistry. 

Adjustments  in  the  cases  of  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors 
desiring  to  take  military  courses  must  be  made  after  individual 
consultation  with  the  officers  of  the  Department  of  Engineering. 

Jin  the  case  of  candidates  for  the  B.  S.  degree,  Biology  1,  2  is  classed  as  a 
military  course.
